The text of his address follows: 


We welcome you to a state with many red hills; a state with $1,000,000 
Negroes; 11,000,000 acres of land cultivated by Negroes. We welcome you to 
the state which has a college on every hiliside, We welcome you to the state 
that has an outstanding program of Negro education; a state which has just 
adopted a seven month school program for Negroes, free text books for students; 
the fairest state in the Union. “fe welcome you to Chatham County. We welcome 
you to Georgia State College, an institution, not the largest institution in 
the state, but an institution prior to 1930 which did not have but 19 boys 
taking agriculture; did not have home economics before 1933, at the present 
time has 97 Agricultural College students, and a college curriculum in home 
economics. We welcome you to an institution which prior to 1922 was not in- 
cluded in the state's budget for education. “Ie welcome you to an institution 
which has an enrollment, including summer school and extension classes, of 
2175 pupils. ‘We welcome you to the state on behalf of the two other state 
institutions -- Forsyth and Albany, and on behalf of the University System of 
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We welcome you to the state which is the home of inter-racial coopera- 
tion. We welcome you to 2 state where white people and Negroes are train- 
ing to work things out, where black and white men are working together to 
control soil @onditions and raise the economic status of the state. The 
state of Georgia is bound up with farms. We welcome you to a state where 
Negroes own 86,000 farms. We welcome you to a state where men and women 
are thinking about the future of its people. 

It is the objective of Georgia State College to inspire boys and girls 
to have initiative, common sense and a willingness to work in urban and rural 
sections of the state. 

We welcome you to Log Cabin Community, where three slave boys fought 
and struggled to build a community with 10,000 acres of land. Where men and 
women worked and made a community, where Negroes and white people worked to- 
gether toward a common end. My challenge to you is to get something hard to 
do and tackle it to make your state what it stands for. Georgia has a mes- 
sage, Georgia State Collegs has a message. You must set the world on fire 
with your message. Come on back to Georgia whore we are teaching people to 


live together.

Text of Mr. Luter's eddress follows: 


"Born June 9, 1895, youngest of 8 children, at Fulshear, Texas. During 
Mr. Banks’ @arly childhood he was given a colt by Church Fulshear (for whom 
the town was naned) and his mother gave him a hen. He in turn traded the hen 
for a calf. Hoe renred these to maturity and productiveness on his rather'ts 
homestead. His livestock grew in numbers which necessitated purchase of some 
aand. He purchased lend at the age of 15, five acres for his pasture. This 
iénd was paid for with livestock. At the age of 17 he purchased city property. 


He attended college at Conroc College two years; Normal work at Wiley 
College, Marshall, Texas for two years and two years of college vork at Prairie 
Yiew State College. 


Mr. Banks was the first of three vocational agriculture teachers in Texas. 
He was a pioneer in Snith-Hughes organization, in 1917. Hse vas resident teach- 
er=jtrainer at Prairie View College from 1927 to 19233. Itinerant trainer from 
1933 to his death in 1938. 


As 4 rural leader he "vas open-minded, business minced, a mrn of original- 
ity and poise, power to have others achieve the desired ent, inmproverient of 
things ebdout him; never too busy to help with the common problers of everyday 
li?@o,. Willing tc encourage othors end a staunch believer in vork and study. 
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Meuy 2 teacher sent by this teacher-traincr (Prof. Banks), has entered into 

® vapvivity -- while going to mest these N. F. A. boys, like the brethren in 
the story of Joseph feeding their father's flock at a Sheeten. cf the life 
of Prof. Banks is to mean anything at all to us as a group of followers, his 
purposes and ideals are to be perpetuated; if ve are to preserve end dévelope 
the ideals of vocational education in agriculture that he has thus far so 
laboriously advanced, it must be through the impending challenge of Jacob to 
his son, Joseph: "Go out and meet thy brethren who are feeding their father's 
flocks at Sheehen."' Both Joseph and Prof. Banks saved and prepared for the 
lean years through making him a credit to our race and to our country. 


As a rural leader of boys his interest was ever high and with a never 
failing confidence in al11N.F.A. boys. Perhaps the best method of express- 
ing this confidence is in the language of Irvin W. Underhill in his "Ode to 
Colored Boys," which I have paraphrased. In language of Irvin W. Underhill, 
C. H. Banks speaks to you, my colored boys 


He bids you to be men, 

Don't put yourselves upon a rack 

Like pigeons in a pen 

Come out and face life's problems boys 
With faith and courage too 

And justify that vondrous faith 
Church Banks had in you. 


If farming seems to be your call 
Then take hold of the plow, 
And stick it dowm into the soil 
'Ti1 sweat runs down your brow 
Then meke this resolution fim 
"I'm going to do my best 
And stick this good old plow of mine 
Down decper than the rest." 


Don't faim up to another man 

And beg him for a job

It has been a great pleasure to serve as secretary of the National N.F.A. 
and J an heppy to report the folloving activities as a National officer in 
this brief resume. 


Some few vceks after the neeting in Toxas, I received a letter from Prof. 
S. B. Simmons, instructing me what to do as a National officer. After read- 
ing these instructions, I rededicated myself to the grent couse and pledged 
my local adviser that I vould mike on effort to excel all previous National 
Secretaries. Whether I have mado this achievnent is left for you to judge. 
i have tried very hard to make a vory efficient secretary. 
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I am proud to report that the organization has had more money than ever 


before. 


The receipts have been more than a thousand dollars for the year. 


During my administration, I wrote nineteen checks, a total of $1,200.75. 
These checks were signed by President Porter and sent to Professor Simmons. 
I kept up with the N-l’,4. business to the best of my ability and have suc- 
ceeded in keeping all of my transactions up to date. When I needed infor- 
mation, I wrote to Professor Simmons, and he furnished it cheerfully. I am

ANNUAL REPORT OF NATIONAL PRESIDENT ---~ Erman Porter 


Mr. Chairman, National Adviser, Fellow New Farmers of America: 


% I have divided what I have to say into three parts: activities in the 
N.F.A. during the past year, some of the major problems that confront the 
New Farmers of America and pointing out some ways and means of attaining 
the goal that we have set, which in the end is vocational security. 


It has bean @ genuine pleasure to serve this organization. The contacts 
thas I have hed from cfficials and members have bsen a source of inspiration 
to me. I feel that there vias only one occasion of this past yoar when we 
were checked in our work. I refer to tho untimely passing of our beloved 
adviser, Mr. C. H. Banks of Texas. 


The activities of the organizetion have been made morse interesting and 
educational. I feel that the addition of quartetto singing has added con~ 
siderable stimulus to tho contests by bringing in more boys to the convention. 


At our last annual convention in Texas the body voted an increased budget 
which made possible the many things that wo onjoy in this convention because 
the new rate of taxing each member five cents has increased our income fifty 
per cent. 


Standing at the top of the accomplishments of the past year, is the N.F.A. 
Guide which serves as 4 very potent tool in the hands of each member of the 
organization. I wish to express my gratitude to Professom J. R. Thomas, 

S. B. Simmons, Dr. Elam and others for the fine piece of work that they as- 

sisted us in doing to make this guide a reality. In addition to the Guide 

oe we have,during the past year, pluced or made availablo state and local char- 
ters available in each state. It is my impression that cach state chapter 
and each local chapter in this country hanging in its meeting room. There 
are also secretary and treasurer's standard report books available. 
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The National Radio Broadcast observing Booker T. Washington's day was 
held and was a success. Many of the states had state-wide radio broadcasts. 
All of these broadcasts helped to get before the nation the program that 
we are trying to put over. 


The judging and speaking activities during the last convention were very 
inspffing indeed. We trust that a keener interest will continue to be mani- 
fested in these activities as the years go by. 


Some of the mejor problems which confront us are: 1. Over-production, 
under consumption and poor distribution. Modern methods of farming and 
modern machinery have caused over production. There is such a large num- 
ber of laborers out of work that we have under consumption because their 
buying power is reduced. Capitalization or concentration of wealth lends 
itself to poor distribution. 


2. Soil erosion. Millions of dollars annually flow down the streams of 
our country leaving the farmer poorer. 


3. Farm tenancy practices 


4, Poor housing conditions which send many of our people to the hospitals 
and graveyards when we could better spend the money used for doctors and 
funcral bills in improving the home and farm. 


5. Lack of participation in community and civic affairs. 
6. Lack of finance and property. 


The vocational teachers, ferm agents, agricultural specialists and other 
government agencies are doing much to solve these problems, but if these 
problems are ever to be solved, we as New Farmers of America must not only 
cooperate, but must pley our individual part. We must become 8fficient in- 
dividually. We must develop and promote a worthy femily life. We must de- 
velop a good home, We must participate in and promote all sociel and civic 
affairs and we must become economicclly and vocationally secure. 


In conclusion, may I say that written in our constitution is a key or a 
series of keys that I think will help us to solve most of our problems if we 
follow them religiously. I refer to the purposes for which the organization 
is formed, namely: 


1. Wo create more interest in the intelligent choice of farming occupa- 
tions. 
2. To assist in developing individual farming programs and establish- 
ment in farming. 
3. To strengthen the confidence of the farm boy in himself and his work. 
4. To create and nurture love of country life. 
5. To assist in the improvement of the rural home and surroundings. 
6. To encourage cooperative effort among students cof vocational agri- 
culture. 
7. To develop rural leadership. 
8. To promote thrift. 
9. To promote scholarship among students of vocational agriculture. 
10. To encournrge recreational and educational activities. 
1l. To advance vocational agricultural education in the Negro Public 
schools of the nation. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF EXECUTIVE SHGRETARY FOR THE YE*R 1937-38 
SUBMITTED BY; S. B. Simmons 


The record and growth cf the National Organization of New Farmers of America 
justifies the effurts of its founder, Prcfessor Geo. W. Owens, The Late Dr. 
H. 0. Sargent, The Late Professor Church H. Banks, and all others who have 
taken part in these activities since our first National Meeting at Tuskegee 
Institute August 4, 1935. At thet meeting, there were 87 students and 75 
teachers or a total of 162 persons taking part. When these words were 
written, August 16, we had 19,302 paid up members, with bright prospects 
for more than 20,000 paid up members before the clese of this convention. 
We have succeeded in getting all of the States having separate Departments 
of Mocational Agricultural “ducation for Negroes, except Missouri, to bee 
come officially eccnnected with this National Organization. The year which 
we are Closing is by far the most successful in the brief history of NFA. 


Much credit for the achievements is due to the efforts of W. N. lan, 
Fedcoral Agent for “pecial Groups; our National President, Erman ». Porter, 
and Jethro Hill, the National Secretary heve also taken an active interest 
in the work of the orgenization. They have had more to do than any other 
National Officer and have discharged their duties in an efficient mannere 


The National Organization has been successful in ccmpleting the following 
major achievenents during the past year: 


1. Miniature NFA Plows have been made possible for every local 
chapter which is in good standing and has iiled application 
with Jchn Deere Co., Moline, Ill., for same, approved by 
State Supervisor of Vocational »«gricultural Education. 


2. Mr. Fs Me Simpson, Union Stcckyards. Swift and "Oa Chicago, 
Ill. will send or has sent each chapter that app ies for 
pictures of Drs. Booker T. “ashington and H. 0. Sergent. These 
applications are to be submitted by the l-cal adviser and approved 


by State Supervisor of Vocational Agricultural. Education. 
3. Every State Organization has paid for and secured Ssate Charters. 


4, The Convention went on record last ycer urging that en NFA Guide 
be published and mde aveilable as soon as possible.

Following a concert number presented by the Laurinburg N.F.A. Band, in 
front of the academic building, members of the N.F.A. assembled in Meldrim 
Auditorium for the finels of the Public Speaking Contest, which would de- 
termine the netional winner. 


As the audience assembled, the bend. having already taken their places 
in the auditorium, continued playing the line Up Merch. Beeause of the 
excellent service rendered during the previous sessions and because of the 
fact thet many of the delegates, visitors anc officials were not acquainted 
with outstanding members of the band, Mr. S. B. Simmons introduced the band- 
master and members of the band as hailing from Laurinburg Institute, Laurin- 
burg, North Carolina, making mention of the fact that said institute was or 
rather ig a product of Tuskegee Institute, Alabama. He further compliment- 
ed the group for its service and entertainment, and closed his remarks with 
a request for an encore number, which was rendered, entitled “Overture from 
Eastern World." 


Before making the introductory remarks preceding the presentation of the 
contestants, Mr. W. S. Davis, of Nashville, Tennessee, Master of Ceremonies, 
made remarks embracing the organization and purposes of the N.F.A. Witha 
few encouraging statements to the contestants, he then presented the first 
speaker, Conaster Love, of Kings Mountain, North Carolina, who spoke on the 
subject, “Whither Agricultural Living in the Saheme of Living?" Speaker 
number two, Morgan Mann, of Muskogee, Oklahoma, delivered an address en- 
titled "The Outlook of the N.F.A." Then varying slightly from the program, 
the audience was led in a spiritual, "Steal Away," by Professor H. EH. Hall 
of Georgia. Then followed the other two addresses respectively, "Living 
at Home in America," delivered by Kelly Howard of Teague, Texas; and “Soil 
Conservation, the Soil's Greatest Need," by J. C. Crawford of Fort Valley, 
Georgia.

We recommend the continuance of the present contests with the following 
revisions: 


SCORE CARDS: 


That a complete set of score eards for all classes ineluding quartett 
singing and public speaking be sent to the states and that the states will 
send copies to each chapter in the state.

The Board of Trustees of the National Organization of New Farmers of America 
wish to submit the following report: 


1. After much discussion it was moved that the conmittee in charge of the 
Fourth National Judging Contest records for 1938 review all records of 
the 1937 Judging Contest to determine if a mistake had been made and 
that their findings bs reported to the National Board for further action. 


2 The National fees for 1938 will be: 
a. Minimum fee for any state is $5,00 
b. All states with more than 100 members will be expected to pay .05 

National fee per momber. 

We urge all states to pay their fees as early as possible. Fees are due 
in the National Hxecutive Secretary's Office not leter than April 1, 1939.

Se The Secretary reud a letter from the Staunton Novelty Company of Staunton, 
Virginia which asked thet the orgunization renew the contract meking that 
Company the official concern from which we would purchase N. F. A. felt 
goods for the next two years.
